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C.N.R.T0 BUILD 


THREE BRANCHES 


To Calgary, to Ft. Assiniboine and 


From Eastern Boundary of the 
Province to Capital. 


D. D. Mann, vice-president of the 


C. N. R., and M. H. McLeod, general 


manager, intervied the members of the 


provincial cabinet at the Parliament 


buildings yesterday. The C, N. R. 
Officials are entirely satisfied with 
the proposals which the Rutherford 


government have made for the ex- 
tension of brench lines and had the 
interview yesterday to further con 


sult with the government as to whut 
branch lines are deemed to be most 
urgent, 

The result of the interview is not 
definitely known, but it is understood 


thet at least three branch lines have 


been decided upon, At as early a cate 
as possible, a line will be projected 
from Edmonton northwest to Fort As- 
sinaboine, on the Athabasea river and 
eventually to Lesser Slave Lake and 
Peace River Crossing. This will tap 
the great north country where settle- 
ment i retarded on account of the 
impossibility of getting the produce 
oi the settlers to merket. This year 
the production of the settled areas 
in the north wes far in access of what 
could be marketed and gonsequentiy 
the country has been at a standstill. 


The *wo Other Branches. 

The government have looked favor- 
ably on the claims of the people in 
the great tract o: country in the east 
of the provinee and worth of the Sas- 
katchewen river It is understood 
that the C. N. R. will build a line 
irom #® point neaf the eastern bound- 
ary to Edmonton north of the Sas- 
katehewan river throughout the whole 
distance, This braneh will open up the 
country northeast of Edmonton. 

The third line will probably run 
from Strathcona to Calgary, making 
a wide detour to the eest to penctrate 
that great erea where settlers have 
been flocking in increasing numbers 
each year. 

These lines show that the C. N. R. 


Officials look upon Edmonton as at 


great central point in the development 
of the province as all three of the 
lines have a terminus in Edmonton. 
Other lines will undoubtedly be built 
by the C. N. RB. but it is not known 
what direction they will take. 

The government is tiving a grent 
deal of attention to the needs of the 
province as » whole for railway facili- 
ties. They ere well aware of the di 
ficulties that confront the rancher 
and farmer in the south and it is 
altogether likely that branch Hnes of 
the C. P. R. and other lines will be 
projected there, The railway bill 
will be brought ‘befeve the House in 
the course of a week or ten days and 
it is then that the whole poliey of the 
government will be disclosed. 


The Distances. 

By C.P.R. from Edmonton to Cal- 
gury the distance is 192 miles. The 
C.N.R. extension, by reason of — the 
wide bulge it will make to the east, 
will probably be some few miles long- 
er, By C.N.R. from Lloydminster, 
which is on the eastern boundery of 
the province, to Edmonton, the dis- 
tance is 169 miles. The proposed new 
branch will be of greater length if it 
follows the Saskatchewan ‘river at all 
closely, for the river runs a crooked 
course between, the capital and_ the 
eastern boundery of the province. 
The distance between Edmonton and 
Fort Assiniboine is cbout 100 mites

LABOR ASKS NO CLEMENCY. 


Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison Make 


Strong Statements. 


Washington, Jan. 22.—‘We have 
not asked, and will not ask for clem- 
eney, and we will hope our friends 
will not urge us to pursue such a 
course, loving liberty as free men do 


as we do—it can not be difficult 
to appreciate what incarceration in a 
prison would mean to us. To ask 
perdon would render useless the trial 
and sacrifice which our 


erties of our pec ple inight be restored, 
Such a pardon would only leave the 
whole case in confusion, and it would 


have to be fought over again from the 


beginning.” 

This is some of the language used in 
a remarkable statement signed by 
Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison in 
the current number of the American 
Federationist in formal protest 
against the action of Justice Wright 
in sentencing them to imprisonment 
for contempt of court in the Buck 
Stove case. 

Samuel Gompers heads his state- 
ment: “Judge Wright's denial of free 
speech and free press,” and refers: to 
the “intemperate and inVectiveness 
displayed by the justice,’ and to 
“this tirade of judicial abuse and 
misrepresenting,”’ Gompers, Mitchell 
and Morrison declaring that they 
would not “enter into competition 
with the honorable court in the use 
of invectives, rancor or seathing de- 
hunciations, and they protest against 
the court’s unprecedented and unwar- 
ranted flagellation of, the cause and 
of the people we have the thonor to 
represent.” 

That the trio of labor leaders fully 
recognize the responsibility they us- 
sume in making their statements 1s 
shown by their deelaration that even 
though they may be held in addition- 
vl contempt, ‘‘we are willing to accept 
the consequenc "It may be neces- 
sary, to the preservation of the liber- 
ties of the people that judgment 
should be disobeyed. Judges some- 
times usurp power and become ty- 
rants. Disbedience to tyrants is obe- 
dienee to law.

Calgary, Jan, 22.—There is likely to 
be a general strike of. all the coal 
mitiers of British Columbia and south. 
ern Alberta, beginning April 1 next. 
“his will affect some 6,000 men and 
may tie up the sources of steam, 
cooking and domestic coal with the 
possible exception of some of the lig- 
nite mines. In the mining camps of 
Montana, Washington and _ British 
Columbia, when the conditions are 
known, they are felt to be very seri- 
ous, and all possible steps are being 
taken to diseount the effeets as far es 
possible, A shortage of the coke sup- 
ply in those districts would neceasi- 
tate the closing down of many of the 
plants, and would throw at least 16,- 
006 men of employment, At Spokane, 
Great Falls, Helena, Butte and many 
of the smelters in the Canadian bouné 
dary country the coke supplies aré 
drawn from these sources, and any 
stoppage would mean closing down cr 
the contracting for supplies from 
Pennsylvania or Ohio coke fields 

Transportation, too, would — suffer, 
for the Canadian Pacific, Canadian 
| Northern and Great Northern draw a 
large percentage of their coal from the 
mines of southern British Columbia. 
As it has been the accepted policy of 
the Great Northern not to carry heavy 
reserve stocks that road would be put 
to considerable trouble and delay in 
getting supplies through 

Reason For Strike. 

The reason for the strike is the ex- 
piration of the two year agreement, 
signed by the miners on May 5, 1907, 


which expires March 31. The men 
refuse to continue longer under the 
terms of that agreement, and have 


asked for a rate of increase which the 
companies involved feel that they can- 
not pay under existing contracts. 
Many of them have heavy contracts 
on hand which they would lose under 
the proposed increase. The men are 
standing pat, and though no formal 
notifications have been issued, as de- 
manded under the Industrial Disputes 
Investigation Act, or “Lemieux Act,” 
there is at present no hope of a set- 
tlement in sight. 

The mines involved have a total 
daily output of 19,000 tons, and are 
the Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company, 
Fernie and Michel; Canadian-Ameri- 
ean Coal Company, Frank; Interna- 
tional Coal and Coke Company, Cole- 
man, Alta.; Western Canada Collier- 
ieries, Lille and Bellevue; Pacific Coal 
Company, Bankhead; Hillcrest mines, 
Hillcrest; Breckenridge Coal and Coke 
Company, Lundbreck; Galt mines, 
Lethbridge; Tabor mines, Tabor; H.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulationr. 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 
** family, or any male over 18 years old, 


may homestead a quarter-section (160/, 


acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district, Entry by 
pioxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a qaarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre, Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pro 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3.00 per 
acré, Purchased homesteads may be ac- 
quired on any available lands on either 
odd or even numbered Sections South of 
township 45, Bast of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway and the West line of 
range 26, and West of the third Meridian 
and the Sault Railway line, Duties. 
Must reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate fifty acres and erect a 
house worth $300,

RAILWAY FOR THE NORTH. 


Fletcher Bredin, member for Lesser 
Slave Lake. came three hundred miles 
to take his seat in the Legislature 
this week When Mr. Bredin left his 
home at Lesser Slave Lake the tem- 
perature wes 53 degrees below zero, 
and during the twelve days’ journey 
the temperature was never very much 
above that mark To a Bulletin re- 
presentative Mr. Bredin said that he 
and Mrs. Bredin came down in a 
eabouse, in which they hed a stove 
going merrily every day to keep them 
warm 

Mr. Bredin thinks it will not be long 
before there is another mode of travel 
from the Lesser Sleve distriet to Ed- 
monton. He has reason to believe 
that the government will guarantee 
the bonds for a C.N.R. road from Ed- 
monton to Fort Assinaboine, which. 
in course of time, will tap the Peace 
River country 

“There are tive 
areas in the Peace 
where settlement is now 
lished,” said Mr. Bredin. “The pro- 
duce of these districts has been 80 
great this year that the local market 
could not accommodate nearly all of 
it The consequence is thet there are 
lurge* quantities of grain and stock 
that would have found an ontside mar- 
ket if railway facilities had been 
available.” 

Mr. Bredin is enthusiastic over the 
possibilities of the whole north coun- 
try He says that two thirds of the 
agricultural area of the province lies 
north of Edmonton. Besides being a 
great farming country, the mineral re- 
sources are only beginning to be dis- 
covered. In some places the salt 
beds are over 150 feet in depth and 
coal deposits abound = in unlimited 
quantities Petroleum and natural 
gas is to be found in many districts 
and the water power of the rivers and 
streams is of incalculable value. A

TO PETITION GOVERNMENT. 


The Central Employers’ Association, 
representatives of which formed a 
deputation which waited on the Pro- 
vineial cabinet several weeks ago, has 
been circulating a petition among the 
smployers of labor, chiefly the coal 
mining operators in the city. This pe- 
tition is eventually to be presented to 
the provincial government and will 
set forth in a concise form just what 
amendments the employers wish to 
have made in the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act. After the usual pre- 
amble the petition concludes with the 
request “that amendments be intro- 
duced by you and enacted by the 
Provincial Legislature providing for a 
limitation of injuries not fatal, lessen- 
ing the time in which to start pro- 
proceedings and providing adequate 
insurance to cover all liability at a 
reasonable cost as a public utility.” 

At a meeting of the Central Employ- 
ers’ Association called for next Wed- 
nesday iu Ure villce vi tie Builders’ 
Exchange, the petitions will be closed. 
A special meeting of the coal mine 
operators of the city, who are inter- 
sting themselves in the act, will te 
held on Thursday evening next, and 
not until after that date will the pe- 
tition be brought before the cabinet, 

Emnioyee Should Assist. 

Geo. 8. Montgomery in an_ inter- 
view to a Bulletin representative this 
morning mentioned some of his objec- 
tions to the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act. He is of the opinion that the 
differences between the employer and 
employee are such that if they were 
brought together the act might be put 
on a better basis by the request cf 
both parties. He thinks the govern- 
ment ought to do this and thereby 
close the breach which is forming be- 
tween the employer and labor in the 
city cn account of the act. 

“The nearest to the ideal system of 
compensation,” said Mr. Montgomery, 
“is that in operation in Nova Scotia. 
There a commission was appointed to 
draw up a system which would be fair 
to all parties concerned. They report- 
ed that the system should be that an 
insurance fund be established to 
which the employer contributed about 
half, the employee a quarter and the 
government a quafter. This was in- 
augurated and I believe will work 
satisfactorily.” 

Compulsory Insurance. 

“The position | take,” continued 
Mr. Montgomery, “‘is that if the gov- 
ernment saddled this act on the em- 
ployers, the government and the em- 
ployees should pay their share 
towards maintaining it, The way it 
is at present af ten 'men were killed 
in the employ of a man whois bank- 
rupt there can be no possible method 
of securing compensation for those 
who survive them, This would be ov- 
viated if there was compulsory in- 
suramee and if all Saplven were 
compelled to lodge the insurance with 
the government.”
